Irled one recipe out of all that remark- 
able collection. 
In her case It wna 


conservatism that kept her bound to 
n few methods; hut there are other 
reasons why some wotnen do not try 
new ways. In some families members' 
lire unwilling to eat any dish that they 
ore not accustomed to or that tlieirl 
fathers did not eat before them. In' 
other households time la limited, and 
familiar cookery is more easily done. 
This latter reason has some weighty 
yet tne. conservative cook is likely to 
overlook new ways that after a few 
trials would prove to be shorter or 
better than the old. 


It is strange, but altogether true, 


that many housewives place Implicit 
faith in .rather Indefinite recipes for 
Aunt Jane's cake or Betsy Jones' ap- 
ple pudding; but, given a rule from 
one of the modern text books, they 
will use It with suspicion and will 
want to add a little more of ono thing 
or cut down another ingredient Just 
a trifle. 
They seem to resent being 


told exactly how to do. a thing. 
In 


their minds the miscellaneous collec- 
tion, printed and sold for charitable 
purposes, or the rules for cakes and 
pies sandwiched between the testi- 
mony of miraculous cures are far bet- 
ter authority than the exact formula 
in the public school cookery text book 
or of the advanced schools of domes- 
tic science. 


It is noticed that housewives are 


especially slow to adopt new methods 
in breadmaklng which take from tho 
process almost all the uncertainty. In 
fact, it Is almost impossible with tho 
modern recipe and a fresh yeast coko 
to fail in making a light, sweet loaf. 
In the old way a little yeast and much, 
time were used; In the new method 
more yeast is taken, and llie time from 
sifting the flour to taking the loaf 
from the oven is reduced to five hours. 
"Dut the bread tastes of the yeast." 
asserts the unprojjresslve cook. Just 
so yrars ago, conservative men and 
women, worrying over the passing of 
the brick oven, were sure that bread 
baked in a stove tasted of the IronJ
